A number of Indian coolies, at work Oil a tea estate, salaam as he 
goes liy; and passing various native Kraals; Ije meets three or four 
natives in the .mutstia (a skin shoulder-covering ™ith hanging talis)' and 
a girl or two adorned with the bead work' for which tVle-.y are famous. 

Hearing from the Sergeant of sickness In one or two of the kraals, 
he turns a.^ioe to visit and pray Willi the inmates, and in ih'e middle of 
the hot afie'riioGS they reach the settlement — a matter of twenty acr^s of 
land, given' foj- the Officers' residence and headquarters. 

Mmiimrioas' Sixties. 

Thi3 Is the natives' mid-week meeting (held hi the afternoon, be- 
cause no eood is Bijnposed to eon-.^ to ~uy i-mkq person wiio aii- — .tares 
nlmself forth by night!) and thirty of them have gathered u greet 
the Divisional Officer. The Soldiers ar*. all in some sort of European 
ciot!>I»g, this attire helpin.q Ereatly to cut them ni? <"rom their old hsataen 
companions. Still, there is" a sprinkling of raw natives, the n;.:-» Iu ihe 
iuulauu, niid tho women: In a kind ol skin kin. 

The meeting la conducted, nf course, in the Zulu tengue, anil mmdi 
on the Hues- of an ordinary Soldiers' gathering, except that for cartridge 
raoney one hears of a sack o£ mealies, or a goat, instead of the usual 
cash envelope. 

The faces oC the girls light up wondrously as they ask alter the Offi- 
cer's wife, for when, they Trere children, she toiled' here among ibem, 
gave them' their flfrst strip of cloth, taught them to sew and fashion their 
own simple garments, and they are almost as proud of her as they are 
Of themselves! 

The' evening Is spent- in Corps business, inspection of books, etc., and 
by six o'clock, the following morning; tho D. 0. is making a rouuH of Use 
Settlement, and. looting at crops, 'f rait tres? ~~A f6«U= with a practised 
eyo. In tho hot season, tho fc-'-intaia of the iillle farm' dries up and 
water has to be fetched from the river, a toiirome iiaii-mii^ away. This 
is iiotv being' remedied by a large tank, upon the construction of which 
this many-sided D. O. must prove somewhat of an authority. 

Ills' nest duty appears to be to step into the shoes of a medical 
man. True, he, has a visit to a neighbouring Outpost upon his pro- 
gramme for to-day, but the Captain requests that first of si:, he will visit 
the daughter ef Unitafetl, the Riug-man. 

Different Bbciors. 

lien of standiug In a tribe wear a ring of gum from the niiuiosa- 
trees, worked on to. a rag,- and sewn to the hair. One of these ring-men 
gc t saved at one of our native settlements, where for twelve months 
there has been a. very fine, steady work, and Insisted upon talcing it off 
the nest morulas — aa unhearJ-ui procedure— as he feit' it a linl; to the 
old heathen life, and' granted to belong to God.
